ADM. KING SAYS 


Navy Chief Asserts He Is 


Not Concerned Over 
Outcome — Reports 
One Enemy Force Has 
Been Turned Back. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
Adm. Ernest J. King, Navy Com- 
mander in Chief, said today that 
“practically all of the Japanese 
fleet” is included in the battle 
now raging in the Philippines 
area, 


King said at a press conference 
that information on progress of 
the battle throughout the area is 
fragmentary, but indicated that 
he was not concerned about the 
outcome. 

King reported that at least one 
of the three divisions of the Jap- 
anese fleet had been turned back 
as it moved eastward through 
the central Philippines, but add- 
ed that this does not mean it will 
stay turned back. 

Japs “Don’t Like” Landings. 

Presumably the Japanese “don’t 
like” the Leyte landings by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s forces and 
are “going to interfere with them” 
if possible, King asserted. 

He said that with the fighting 
still under way in the Philippines, 
“we are following the rule of not 
saying ‘how are you doing,’ but 
letting them do it.” 

King said he considered it “‘quite 
remarkable” that the Japanese 


|should have brought their surface 


units through the narrow waters 
of straits in the Central Philip- 
pines where the maneuvering area 
is restricted. 

Shortest Way Home. 

In that connection he implied 
‘that at least a part of the force 
was endeavoring to return closer 
to the Japanese homeland from 
the East Indies area, saying that 
a route through the Philippines 
was the shortest way for such a 
trip to be made.

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippine Islands, 
Oct. 25 (AP).—Pushing all oppo- 
sition aside and crushing feeble 
Japanese counterattacks, Ameri- 


can forces liberated 14 more 
towns and barrios (districts) on 
Leyte island and advanced to the 
Outskirts of Tabontabon, eight 
miles northwest of Dulag, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's headquar- 
ters announced today, 

The advance on Tabontabon is 
probably the longest made by 
MacArthur’s men since the inva- 
sion started. Advances were gen- 
eral along the entire line. 

Capture of San Pablo airdrome 
seven miles west of Dulag was 
also announced. A field dispatch 
from Al Dopking, Associated 
Press war correspondent, yester- 
day reported its seizure. 

Dopking disclosed that the 
Yanks went through dense under- 
growth, and muck sometimes 
nearly up to their necks in mak- 
ing a circuitous march of 12 miles 
to capture the San Pablo field. 
It was the third airfield taken on 
Leyte. The others are at Taclo- 
ban and Dulag. 

(There was no _ confirmation 
from MacArthur's headquarters 
of a report by a Melbourne corre- 
spondent that American forces 
had established a bridgehead on 
Samar Island north of Leyte, a 
stepping-stone toward Luzon, The 
possibility has been raised that 
such an action, if it took place, 
might have been to silence Japa- 
nese guns On Samar which were 
interfering with operations on 
Leyte.)

“1. To seek to constantly lower 
prices through improved produc- 
tion methods and more efficient 
distribution, in order to make 
available more goods and better 
goods at better values for all. 

“2. To place new products and 
inventions on the market prompt- 
ly so that everyone may enjoy 
their benefits and savings. 

“3. To encourage full and free 
eompetition which results in con- 
stantly better values, stimulates 
new production and enables new 
business to start and flourish. 

“4; To be bold in taking risks 
involved in starting new business 
and expanding production so that 
new jobs will be constantly avail- 
able. 

“5. To adopt wage policies which 
represent a fair reward for work 
done, thereby encouraging ever 
more production and producing 
ever better earnings for employes. 

“6. To produce constantly im- 
proved tools and better working 
conditions to make it possible for 
workers to produce more and earn 
more. 

“7. To open all possible opportu- 
nities for worker and employe ad- 
vancement.” 

Demand for Tax Changes. 

In return, Muir said, business 
asks the |public to insist on tax 
olicies which encourage the start- 
ng of new businesses and the ex- 
pansion of established concerns; 
on laws which prevent unregulat- 
ed monopoly and fix the responsi- 
bility of both labor and manage- 
ment, and on putting an end to 
regulation of business by “unpre- 
dictable directives.” 

Under private management, in- 
dustry has demonstrated since 
1941 that it can perform unbe- 
lievable feats of production, and it 
can do even bigger things in the 
future, he stated, “but it can’t 
work miracles as long as capital 
and labor, management and Gov- 
ernment, misunderstand each oth- 
er.” 


He asserted the public is tired) 


of Government interference, but is 
willing to accept regimentation if 
this is an inescapable alternative 
to booms and depressions. 
“Industry must speak up to con- 
vince the people who look to busi- 
mess for leadership that, it has

During the period of the Ger- 
man occupation of Rome, Titt- 
mann said, “there was a veritable 
reign of terror. The Nazis saw to 
that. This feeling of terror natur- 
ally projected itself into Vatican 
City. 
“In the first place, there was 
the uncertainty as to the German 
intentions toward the Vatican. 
There was also the occasion on 
which four bombs were dropped 
by an unidentified plane, which 
returned two nights a week for 
several months to circle the city. 
We did not know whether addi- 
tional bombs would fall. 

“At intervals, all day and al! 
night, there were explosions in the 
city—part of the Nazi technique of 
terror. We could hear volleys of 
machine gun and rifle fire, but 
never learned the reasons. It is 
probable Nazi patrols were firing 
into the air to frighten the Ro 
mans.” 

Tittmann said he was impressed 
particularly with the hospitality of 
Pope Pius XII, and .remembDers 
vividly attending midnight mass 
on two Christmases in the Popes 
private chapel. 

“It was a striking thing,” Titt- 
man said, “to see the diplomats 
of many of the warring countries 
kneel beside. one another to re- 
ceive communion from the Popes 
hands—Japanese, English, French, 
Poles, all in full dress.” 

Tittmann’s wife and two sons, 
who had been living in Switzer- 
land, were with him in Vatican 
City during the German occupa- 
tion. He was accompanied to St. 
Louis by his wife, arriving last 
night. He will leave for Washing- 
ton tomorrow. 

Tittmann is assistant to Myron 
C. Taylor, special envoy to the 
Holy See, who now is in Rome. 
He has been in the United States 
Foreign Service 22 years.

Mount Belmont Captured 
After Week of Most 
Bitter Fighting — 8th 
Army Gains 3! Miles. 


By LYNN HEINZERLING 

ROME, Oct. 25 (AP). — Fifth 
Army troops ground out impor- 
tant gains today in the mountain- 
ous southern approaches to the 
Italian communications hub of 
Bologna while the Eighth Army 
rolled through receding German 
resistance in the Adriatic end of 
the Po valley. 

After a week of bloody fighting 
in the mist-shrouded Apennines, 
American doughboys drove the 
Germans from Mount Belmonte, 
a difficult obstacle to the advance 
on Bologna. The Americans held 
it against several] counterattacks. 
A communique described the fight- 
ing for the peak as “most bitter.” 

At the eastern end of the Po 
valley virtually all German resis- 
tance now has ceased in the tri- 
angle formed by the Savio River 
as it runs northward from Cesena 
to the Adriatic. British and Cana- 
dian troops of the Eighth Army, 
after enlarging separate bridge- 
heads across the Savio on each 
side of Cesena, now are advancing 
northwestward astride the Bologna 
highway with tank support. Po- 
lish and Indian troops operating 
in the mountains to the southwest 
made minor advances. 

Directly on the coast Eighth 
Army troops, in an advance of 
three and a half miles, reached 
the village of Savio near the 
river’s mouth—eight miles short of 
the coastal city of Ravenna—with- 
out contact with the Germans. 

LONDON, Oct. 25 (AP).—Mrs. 
Masika Lancaster told members of 
Parliament yesterday all about 
the prefabricated ports which 
made the Normandy landings pos- 
sible—a secret she had kept until 
the British and United States Gov- 
ernments announced it.

To the people of Minnesota he 
gave something else very precious 
and too long absent from our na- 
tional life. He gavé teamwork 
government, not one-man govern- 
ment. 

As a result when he left for 
the Navy, there was a first-class 
man ready and able to fill his 
shoes. That man has so ably and 
successfully conducted the affairs 
of the State that everyone agrees 
you will re-elect by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, my good friend, Gov. 
Edward J. Thye. 

The experience of the people of 
Minnesota under these great Re- 
publicén administrations points 
the way toward the progressive, 
forward-looking teamwork govern- 
ment the people will install in the 
nation next Jan. 20. 

I had intended to talk tonight 
about some of the problems of the 
American farmer. I have deferred 
that talk so that I can, without 
jelay, correct some errors and 
pmissions in the speech of my op- 
ponent of last Saturday night.

We are de- 
ermined that our fighting men 
shall find when they return vic- 
rious a vigorous and productive 
America, the kind of America in 
which there will be jobs and op- 
portunity for all. 

In Partisan Debate. 

It was for the purpose of keep- 
ing our unity for peace that, last 
August, I lifted our peace plans 
wholly out of partisan conflicts— 
by joining hands with Secretary 
Hull in work on the proposed 
srganization to prevent future 
wars. 

In my addresses on that subject, 
[. have tried to keep it out of 
partisan debate. 

Unhapplly, however, last Satur- 
lay night,my opponent once again 
sowed among us the seeds of dis- 
anity. He made a long speech 
on foreign affairs. We had hoped 
ag would speak to the American 
people as grownups and tell us 
what our foreign policy is and 
where it is going. 

“We had also hoped to hear 
some word of cheer about the 
smaller nations, so important to 
the conscience of the American 
seople—some word about the fate 
of Poland, some hope for the 
seople of Italy, some assurance 
that the Scandinavian countries 
which have suffered so much, and 
the other small countries, might 
soon be admitted to their full 
‘oartnership in the work for or- 
ganized peace. 

But Mr. Roosevelt gave us none 
of that. Instead, he sat by the 
fireside and dreamed of yesterday. 
He paraded before the American 
people the ghosts of the dead past. 
He told us a few bits of history, 
earefully selected, and then said 
m effect, “Ask me no questions— 
you are not entitled to know where 
we are going. Just leave every- 
thing to me.” 


‘The Whole Story.” : 

Now, Mr. Roosevelt said, in 
that speech, “I am giving you 
the whole story.” But the isolated 
bits of history he gave were only 
a very small part of the story. I 
had intended to talk tonight about 
some of the problems of the 
American farmer. I have de- 
ferred that talk so I could, with- 
out delay, look with you tonight 
at the vital events my opponent 
left out of what he called “the 
whole story.” 

My opponent says the heavy 
hand of isolationism governed our 
country in the 1920s. Does he mean 
to apply that term to the three 
great Republican Secretaries of 
State, Charles Evans Hughes, 
Frank B. Kellogg, and Henry L. 
Stimson, his own present Secre- 
tary of War? If so, I am afraid 
he has a convenient memory. It 
was my opponent himself who 
paid of the day he took office, the 
4th of March, 1933, “the world pic- 
ture was an image of substantial 
peace. International consultation 
and widespread hope for the bet- 
tering of relations between the 
nations gave to all of us a reason- 
able expectation that the barriers 
to mutual confidence, to increased 
trade and to the peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes could be pro- 
gressively removed.” 

And that was the truth My 


ternational co-operation — from 
1921 led by Charles Evans Hughes, 
through the great Kellogg-Briand 
Pact of 1928, in which most of 
the nations of the world re- 
nounced war as an instrument of 
national policy. 

But it was on March 5, 1933, that 
Adolf Hitler made himself dic- 
tator of Germany. That was a 
fateful year. Germany walked out 
of the disarmament conference. 
Germany and Japan quit the 
League of Nations, and tragically, 
under the leadership of Mr. Roose- 
velt, America did her own bit to- 
ward the breakdown of interna- 
tional co-operation for peace. 


League of Nations. 

Mr. Roosevelt now speaks fondly 
of the League of Nations. But it 
was he who in 1933 said this of 
the League: “We are not mem- 
bers and we do not contemplate 
membership.” 

He rejected the policy of col- 
laboration with the League which 
had previously been established, 
and, in 1935, the American repre- 
sentative at Geneva was instruc- 
ted “that we desire to follow our 
course independently.” 

Here are two parts of the story 
my opponent conveniently forgot. 
Now let’s look at some more. 

It was also in 1935 that, instead 
of the policy of consultation with 
other nations, an overwhelmingly 
Democratic Congress adopted the 
fruitless neutrality act and the 
President signed it. 


Conference ‘Scuttled’. 

But it was in 1933 that we really 
had our last chance to bring order 
out of the chaos of international 
money exchange and trade. The 
London Economic Conference had 
been labored over for months by 
Republican Secretary of State 
Stimson. Yet, as one of his early 
acts as president, Mr. Roosevelt 
deliberately scuttled that confer- 
ence. That was the most complete- 
ly isolationist action ever taken 
by an American president in our 
150 years of history. It was that 
event that led at least one Euro- 
pean statesman to say there was 
then nothing ahead in Europe but 
war. 

Year after year, from 1933 to 

1939, our representatives in Berlin 
and Tokio in their confidential re- 
ports which are now partly made 
public, warned of the growing 
danger. 
Year after year, our chiefs of 
staff reported on the utterly im- 
poverished and pitifully small man 
power of our Army. Year after 
year, the Budget Bureau, which 
is under the personal direction of 
the President, cut down the 
amount requested. It was right 
in the fall of 1939, after the sec- 
ond World War had actually be- 
gun, that Mr. Roosevelt’s Budget 
Bureau cut out 552 million dollars 
of amounts certified by the Army 
for critical and essential items. 

It was in January, 1940, that Mr. 
Roosevelt told the Congress that 
$1,800,000,000 for national defense 
was, in his judgment, “a sufficient 
amount for the coming year” al- 
though he admitted that it was 
“far less than many experts on 
national defense think should be 
spent.” 

It was in that month that I 
called for a two-ocean Navy, a 
concept which Mr. Roosevelt still 
later called “just plain dumb.” 


Days of the Blitz. 

It was in those terrifying days 
of the Nazi blitz, in May of 1940, 
that he told us we should not 
become “discombolated.” Then, 
with France about to fall, he pub- 
licly announced on June 4 that 
he saw no reason for Congress to 
stay in session, It was an elec- 
tion year—so in that hour of na- 
tional peril he said that a con- 
tinued session of Congress would 
serve no useful end except, sar- 
castically, the laudable purpose of 
making speeches, 

It was that American Congress 
which refused at that historic 
time to. go home, It stayed in 
Washington and worked. 

It was that Congress which then 
passed the National Selective 
Service Act, sponsored by a Re- 
publican congressman and an anti- 
New Deal Democrat. It was that 
Congress that stayed after it had 
been told to go home, which ran 
the appropriations and authoriza- 
tions for national defense up to 12 
billion dollars. 

‘Forgotten Chapters’. 

Here, then are some more chap- 
ters of the story—all of which my 
opponent conveniently forgets. But 
the American people will not for- 
get them when they go to the polls 
in November. 

In his speech of last Saturday 
night, my opponent did remember 
the Washington Arms Conference 
by which, for the first time, we 
succeeded in restricting Japan to 
an -inferior naval relationship of 
5-5-3. But he forgot that he was 
supposed to be telling “the whole 
story.” He complained that we 
“scuttled” part of the strength of 
our Navy. But that is not what 
he said at the time. Then, in a

What 
he also forgot last Saturday night 
was that, as late as 1934, he called 
the Washington Arms Conference, 
a “milestone in civilization.” 

How election times change 
men’s memories! If we are go- 
ing to learn the lessons for future 
use, we have to keep the record 
straight. 


Steel for Japan. 

It was in that year, 1934, that 
Japan served notice of termina- 
tion of the limitation treaty which 
kept her navy inferior to ours. 
Yet, it was in the first two ad- 
ministrations of the New Deal 
that this country sent ten million 
tons of scrap iron and steel to 
Japan, unchecked by my opponent 
until] October 16, 1940. The weight 
of that scrap iron alone was ten 
times the tonnage of the whole 
Japanese navy. 

Mr. Roosevelt said last Saturday 
that we could have “compromised” 
‘with Japan, “by selling out the 
heart’s blood of the Chinese peo- 
ple.” Well, let’s see what he did. 

In addition to scrap iron, he per- 
mitted the shipment of as much as 
three million barrels a month of 
oil, the heart’s blood of war, for 
use against China and for storage 
against America. It continued to 
flow until July of 1941, four 
months before Pearl Harbor. 

Let those who claim to have ex- 
ercised great foresight remember 
these lessons in history. And let 
us as a nation never forget them. 

Now, my opponent in his speech 
actually blamed a handful of Re- 
publicans for our failure to go into 
the World Court in 1935. 

That was when Mr. Roosevelt 
was still on the crest of his leader- 
ship, with three-fourths of the 
United States Senate Democratic. 
Even with the help of nine Re- 
publicans he still could not muster 
a two-thirds vote. Since then he 
has warred with Congress at every 
major turn. He has insulted its 
integrity and its members have 
learned the bitter lesson that leg- 
islation asked for one purpose is 
twisted to another. This is a sad 
foundation on which to build the 
teamwork necessary for the future. 
That’s why it’s time for a change. 


On Program for Peace. 

Three times in recent months I 
have discussed at length what I 
consider the sound and successful 
program for lasting peace. I have 
emphasized that this work must 
be pressed forward without wait- 
ing for the end of the war. I 
have emphasized, as my opponent 
has not, that “we must make cer- 
tain that our participation in this 
world organization is not subject- 
ed to reservations that would nul- 
lify the power of that organiza- 
tion to maintain peace and to halt 
future aggression.” That means, 
of course, that it must not be 
subject to ae reservation that 
would require our representative 
to return to Congress for author- 
ity every time he had to make a 
decision, Obviously Congress, and 
only Congress, has the constitu- 
tional power to determine what 
quota of force it will make avail- 
able, and what discretion it will 
give our representative to use 
‘that force. 
| I have not the slightest doubt 
‘that a Congress which is working 
in partnership with the President 
will achieve the result we all con- 
sider essential and grant adequate 
power for swift action to the 
American representative. But those 
who would attempt to ride rough- 
shod over Congress and to dictate 
the course it should follow before 
it has ever been acquainted with 
the facts are trifling with the 
hope of the world. They are de- 
liberately, in my judgment, seek- 
ing to precipitate a hardening of 
minds. If this stubborn course is 
pursued, it can only result once 
again, as in 1919, in a disastrous 
conflict between the President and 
the Congress, To that I will never 
be a party. 

I deeply believe that we cannot 
build an understanding and a pur- 
pose for our future if we are to 
continue to have abuse from the 
President of the members of Con- 
gress. 

None of us has been all-wise in 
these matters. Individual Con- 
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gressmen and Senators of both 
parties have made mistakes. In- 
dividual citizens have made mis- 
takes. Every one of us—both in 
and out of office—has made mis- 
takes. 

I am not interested in the mis- 
takes of any individual—in either 
party. I am interested—the peo- 
ple of this country are interested 
—in what the next Congress will 
do. We must not find ourselves 
after next January 20th, stalled 
on dead center as a result of this 
series of recriminations between 
my opponent and the Congress. 
He has already demonstrated that 
he cannot work with a Congress 
of his own party. It is unmistak- 
ably clear that our future de- 
mands that we have a new Chief 
Executive who can and will work 
with the new Republican Con- 
gress beginning next January 20th. 
We must be able to go forward 
harmoniously and effectively if 
we are to meet the mighty prob- 
lems of peace,

S in most presidential elections, there are this year a number 


ajor issues at stake. One of the 


most important of these major issues is the question of active 


rid affairs. A great number of

However vocal the isolationist 
sentiment might be, it is impor- 
tant to remember that it is now 
most decisively a minority senti- 
ment. Americans are more united 
in their determination to see this 
country participate actively in 
world affairs than they are unit- 
ed in their conviction as to which 
candidate is most likely to see 
that America does so. Gone is 
the belief that several thousand 
miles of ocean make this country 
safe. Gone is the belief that we 
can be a happy and peaceful na- 
tion in the midst of an unhappy 
and war-torn world. 


Pressure of Events. 


Events have forced this con- 
clusion on our people. In 1938 we 
were a long way from being either 
a belligerent or an internationally- 
minded nation. During that year 
a Fortune survey asked a cross 
section of our people whether or 
not they would like to see the 
United States come to the aid of 
certain countries if those coun- 
tries were attacked by a foreign 
power. Seventy-three per cent 
were in favor of defending Canada 
if that country were so attacked, 
but only 46 per cent were in 
favor of defending the Philip- 
pines, only 27 per cent Brazil, only | 
43 per cent Mexico, and only 28 | 
per cent England. But that was) 
before people were fully aware | 
either of Hitler’s intentions or of | 
his capabilities. As his figure | 
threw a larger shadow on the/| 
screen of international affairs, we 
find that 11 months later there | 
was an increase in the number of | 
people who felt that |

By September of 1939 the Ameri- | 
can people were firm in their hope | 
that we could stay out of war, but 
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they were by no means convinced 
that we could. Fifty-four per cent 
said they wanted to see the United 


States take no sides and be strictiy 
i'neutral. 


Another 20 per cent were 
willing to see goods shipped to 
Poland, France and England, with 
nothing to Germany, but only 3 per 
cent wanted to get actively in the 
war at once. By June, 1940, how- 
ever, sentiment for giving aid te 
the Allies had increased to 41 per 
cent and 8 per cent wanted to 
enter the war at once on the side 
of the Allies. A year later another 
survey showed that 54 per cent of 
our people felt that it was our war 
as well as England’s war and we 
should be in there fighting at the 
side of England; only 16 per cent 
were willing to say flatly that we 
should strictly mind our own busi- 
ness and stay out of it altogether. 


Smaller World. 

This was a recognition of the 
factpit we were no longer the 
sole masters of our own destinies. 
It was a recognition of the fact 
that we are living in a world 
which has been made so smal! by 
increased communication and 
transportation facflities as to 
make the actions of any country 
which seemed remote and far 
away a generation ago a matter of 
vital and immediate interest now. 

Much has been said and writ- 
ten about how our fleet was caught 
napping at Pearl Harbor The 
American people were caught nap- 
ping, too. While they had been 
becoming increasingly aware of

Back to the Key Issues 


Discussing American foreign policy in his 
speech at Minneapolis last night, Gov. Dewey 
made one of his wisest and truest remarks of 
the whole campaign when he said: 

None of us has been all-wise in these 
matters. Individual Congressmen and Sen- 
ators of both parties have made mistakes. 
Individual citizens have made mistakes. 
Every one of us—both in and out. of office 
—has made mistakes. 

This came near the close of an address in 
which Mr. Dewey, answering some of the charges 
made by Mr. Roosevelt in his foreign policy 
address of Saturday, made numerous charges of 
his own and scored some telling points. What 
the whole exchange adds up to, however, is prac- 
tically what the Republican candidate said: 
“Every one of us—in and out of office—has 
made mistakes.” 

Both sides are vulnerable. Both sides live in 
glass houses on this issue. The Republicans can 
truthfully be charged with obstructionism dat- 
ing from the League fight down to the vote on 
extension of the draft. Mr. Roosevelt can be 
justly criticised fdr such actions as scuttling the 
1933 London economic conference. 

So, even though the Democrats have an over- 
all advantage in the duel, what good purpose 
would be served by keeping it up? To dig up 
the events of two decades or so ago for ammu- 
nition in this campaign is to overlook an im- 
portant historical point: the fact that all Ameri- 
cans, in the period between wars, hoped fer- 
vently that there would be no more conflicts, 
and that America could keep out if any did 
occur. Both parties stood for peace and non- 
involvement; both indorsed such events, hopeful 
at the time, as the disarmament conferences. 

Roosevelt and Dewey could easily continue 
from now until Nov. 7 with this business of 
pointing out black spots in the opposing party’s 
record, and trying to cover up the black spots 
in his own party’s record. This is just what each 
of them did in his latest speech. But the issues 
of today and the course to be followed in the 
future overshadow these in importante. 

. Mr. Dewey did come back to the issues of 
today when he accepted, though with some re- 
strictions and reservations, Mr. Roosevelt’s pro- 


posal that the American delegate at the coming® 


world council be authorized to approve use of 
our quota of armed force, without waiting on 
a decision by Congress, when it is voted to take 
joint action against a threatening aggressor. 

This acceptance serves to keep a crucial issue 
out of partisan politics, even though Mr. Dewey 
attempts to claim credit for indorsing the plan 
before the President did so. His claim is based 
on phrases in his previous speeches calling for 
“effective co-operative means to prevent or re- 
pel military aggression,” and similar generali- 
ties, which of course lent themselves to various 
interpretations. 

Mr. Dewey also tries to make a point of the 
theory that somebody, apparently the President, 
will “attempt to ride rough-shod over Congress” 
on the issue. Mr. Roosevelt, however, was scru- 
pulous in saying that our world council dele- 
gate “must be endowed by the people them- 
selves, by constitutional means through their 
representatives in the Congress, with authority 
to act.” This statement, with its indication that 
a constitutional amendment may be necessary, 
certainly has no appearance of rough-shod ac- 
tion. 

The major point that emerges from the two 
foreign policy speeches is that the two candi- 
dates agree by and large that this grant of au- 
thority is in order. On the evidence of their 
words at least, there is no sharp issue on the 
functioning of the world organization. This 
brings the campaign back to the point where it 
was three weeks or more ago. 

Dewey has previously accepted many of the 
administration’s other policies. So now the 
basis for judgment returns to the caliber of the 
candidates: to the fundamental issues of which 
man is best fitted to bring the war against Ger- 
many and Japan to quick and complete victory, 
which could best co-operate with other nations 
in setting up an organization to prevent future 
wars, which is likely to handle best the vast 
problems of postwar reconstruction at home. 

In taking a broad view, the charges and coun- 
tercharges made in the heat of the campaign 
can largely be disregarded. The proper verdict, 
we are convinced, remains as we stated it in our 


editorial of Oct. 1: 


Of the two candidates, we believe that 
Mr. Roosevelt is the better qualified to win 
the war against Germany and against Japan; 
to participate in writing the peace treaties; 
to lead the country into a strong world se- 
curity organization, and to achieve the goal 
of jobs for all here at home. Accordingly, 
we urge independent voters to cast their 
ballots for Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
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The Imperial Japanese Navy's code of battle 
is evidently written so that he who reads may 
run. 
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China’s Civil Weakness 

What the United Nations have suffered in 
Honan Province of China is not merely a mili- 
tary defeat, Lawrence K. Rosinger, specialist on 
Eastern affairs, made plain in his article in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch. It is a partial collapse of 
government itself. 

Mr. Rosinger attributes the collapse to in- 
justices which government had done to the peo- 
ple of Honan for years. He specifically men- 
tions collection of grain taxes in 1943 in the 
gaunt face of one of the worst famines in re- 
cent history; and the military and civilian offi- 
cials’ commandeering, at the outset of the Honan 
campaign, of oxen and carts for their escape to 
Sian—oxen and carts which the Honan peasants 
needed to farm and live. In the pinch, the peo- 
ple of Honan disarmed China’s soldiers, and 
took it as their slogan that the Japanese soldiers 
were preferable to them. 

Out of admiration and compassion for the 
Chungking Government, its friends in America 
and Britain have perhaps not urged it as strong- 
ly as they should have done to make its demo- 
cratie intentions real. Popular government is 
still only a paper pledge in all but exceptional 
communities of China. The always-rightist Kuo- 
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mintang party has gone still farther to the right - 


under the pressures of eight years of war. 
It is time for the Chinese Republic to listen 
to one of its greatest voices, Sun Fo, son of its 


founder, Sun Yat-sen, and president of its legis- 
lative Yuan. China, says Sun Fo, must remove 
government from the few and make it serve the 
many. The need for military reform and re- 
construction in China is no more critical at this 
moment that the need for the popularizing and 
strengthening of civil government. 
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Mr. McClain Is Solicitous 


Joseph A. McClain Jr., general ¢ounsel of the 
Terminal Railroad Association of St. Louis, 
doesn’t sound nowadays altogether like the 
young Lochinvar who rode into the West eight 
years ago and gave his sword and shield to 
every fair cause and just. 

As Dean of the School of Law of Washington 
University, Mr. McClain fought for the civil 
service amendment to the City Charter, the non- 
partisan court plan, the child labor.amendment 
to the United States Constitution, the unit 
system for St. Louis public schools and the 
standard milk ordinance. 

Perhaps it is only the difference between the 
rising young progressive and the risen young 
progressive. Or perhaps it is only that Mr. 
McClain found the atmosphere at Washington 
University more stimulating to progressive 
thought than the atmosphere at the Terminal 
Railroad Association. At any rate, here he is 
now, saying, aS chairman of the Independent 
Voters for Dewey Committee, that the worst 
thing that could happen to Mr. Roosevelt’s social 
reforms would be for Mr. Roosevelt to be re- 
elected for a fourth term. What these reforms 
need, Mr. McClain says in effect, is the under- 
standing hand of a stepfather. They would not, 
he fears, survive another four years of parental 
care. : 

We had not known that the Roosevelt reforms 
were by now in fit condition only for exhibition 
under an oxygen tent. The—for example— 
Wagner Act, protecting labor; the Securities 
and Exchange Act, protecting investors; the 
HOLC Act, protecting home owners; the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Act, protecting depositors, 
and the Social Security Act, protecting most 
people, appeared remarkably robust the last 
time we looked in on them. 

Mr. McClain'’s unprovoked solicitude for the 
Roosevelt reforms is uncomfortably reminiscent 
of the Walrus’ solicitude, just before he ate 
them up, for the oysters in Lewis Carroll’s poem: 

“TI weep for you,” the Walrus said: 
“I deeply sympathize.” 

With sobs and tears he sorted out 
Those of the largest size, 

Holding his pocket-handkerchief 
Before his streaming eyes. 

We hope Mr. McClain can go the Walrus one 
better at keeping solicitude within bounds. 
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Fine Indorsement of Kaufmann 


The Liberal Voters’ League of St. Louis grinds 
no political axes. It selects candidates for in- 
dorsement on a strictly non-partisan basis of 
records and qualifications. Its announced sup- 
port of Mayor Kaufmann for re-election should 
therefore carry considerable weight among inde- 
pendent voters, 

The organization points out that there is only 
one issue in the mayoralty election: good govern- 
ment for St. Louis. It reviews Mr. Kaufmann’s 
achievements, in his short period in office, in 
such fields as postwar planning, race relation- 
ships, civil service, smoke control and housing 
projects.

Britons felt him a real friend of freedom, vital and eager to learn, 
says noted economist; 1940 G, O. P, nominee made no effort to 
" conceal his own “profound ambitions,” but admitted F. D. R.’s 
greatness; writer found his interest in ideas was most appealing.

LONDON. 
owhere has Willkie been more sincere- 
ly*mourned than in Britain. All of us who 
met him during his visit to London felt, 
however deep our differences in economic 
doctrine, that he was a friend of freedom, 
vivid, vital, eager to learn and determined 
to see things for himself. 
I remember how greatly I was impressed 
by his immense energy and the zest with 
which he discussed our common problems, 


-his directness and refreshing simplicity. It 


is difficult to think that so vital a person 
is dead so young. The loss is not merely 
that of the United States but of all to whom 
freedom matters. 


I spent a long morning with him during 
his visit to London. I remember vividly 
his gust of hearty laughter when I told him 
how glad I was that he was defeated for 
the presidency. I remember, too, the 
searching questions he asked me about 
Britain’s future policy, the Labor party and 
my views on our political leaders. He spoke 
with real affection of the common people 
of Britain and with understanding and sym- 
pathy for their sufferings in the blitz. He 
had a friendly gesture for everyone, from 
waiter to M. P., 


His Love for Argument 


Willkie was one of the few American vis- 
itors I have seen in this war who, though 
opposed to the President politically, admit- 
ted without hesitation that he belonged to 
the great tradition of that office. He was 
also one of the few lawyers in the United 
States engaged in the service of Big Busi- 
ness who had none of the cliches one too 
often hears about the difference between 
theory and practice. He was obviously a 
man of profound ambitions and made no 
effort to conceal that he had them. He en- 
tered into argument with a zest and hearti- 
ness making it impossible not to like him. 
He knew how much he had to learn about 
the great game of politics and never tried 
to conceal the gaps in his knowledge. 


I liked about him a certain magnanimity 
of temper, freedom from affectation and 
ability to meet one on one’s own terms. He 
was as interested in hearing about little 
people as important ones. He did not at- 
tempt to conceal the fact that there were 
Americans to whom privilege mattered far 
more than freedom. He agreed that the 
achievement of TVA was something of 
which the makers had a right to be proud. 
He spoke to me about the late Senator Nor- 
ris in terms of affectionate pride, as one 
ought to speak of a great, good American. 


Had Respect for Ideas 


I thought him honest and direct. There 
were, of course, deep differences between us, 
above all on matters of internal American 
politics, But where he was not sure, he 
said he was not sure. When I expressed 
the conviction that the political parties in 
the United States needed an ideological 
spring cleaning, he asserted with a vigor- 
ous laugh that it was good to hear. When 
I agreed with him that the American busi- 
ness man suffered from habit without phil- 
osophy and was generally 30 years behind 
the mental climate of the times, he dis- 
cussed my view with careful interest, mak- 
ing it obvious that he respected ideas and 
understood that respect: for them was a con- 
dition of civilized living. 


There was an attractive frankness, almost 
boyishness, about him very different from 
the organized, artificial sophistication of 
some of his rivals. He did not withdraw 
into himself. He did not repeat the copy- 
book maxims of his party. He indulged in 
no rhetorical flourishes, He agreed that he 
was beaten because the ordinary American 
knew too vividly where the r ynsibility 
lay for the depression and ma$s unemploy- 
ment and suspected that those responsible 
had learned little enough in the interven- 
ing seven years. 


His Zeal for Freedom 


I remember vividly saying to him that it 
was time that the promise of American life 
became fulfillment, not merely on Park 
avenue but in Harlem and the Bronx. I 
can see him now, rumpling his hair and 
saying with passion that no American party 
could justify itself to the people unless it 
acted as Jefferson and Lincoln thought 
they should act. 


Willkie loved America and loved freedom, 
too. He made me very proud with the 
words he used in praise of our people, the 
way they stood up to the relentless pound- 
ing of the blitz. He spoke with generous 
words and spoke with a full heart. He 
knew there was no room in this world for 
both the American dream and the purposes 
for which Hitler stood. He was as deeply 
American in spirit and proud of his Amer- 
icanism in heart as anyone I have ever 
known, But he knew that the age of Amer- 
ican isolationism was over and that it was 
folly to think in terms of a United States 
which refused to accept in full measure the 
responsibilities history compelled it to ac- 
cept. He seemed to me a good internation- 
alist just because he was so profoundly 
American. 

The morning I spent with him will always 
remain a precious memory for me. I saw a 
man whose life had been for nearly all its 
duration turned inwards grow suddenly to 
the stature of one who recognized that to 
be a good patriot one must be capable of a 
cosmopolitan mind. He grew swiftly and 
firmly to a level where he had the capacity 
to dream great dreams.

Policy on Japanese-Americans 
Is Assailed in a Detailed Study 


“Prejudice—Japanese-Americans: Symbol ef Racial 

Intolerance,’’ by Carey McWliliams. (Little, Brews 

& Co., Boston.) 

Was it military necessity that caused our 
Government early in 1942 to move 100,000 
persons of Japanese descent, two-thirds of 
them American citizens. from their West 
Coast homes and hold them under guard, 
behind barbed wire, in relocation centers, 
where many still remain? Carey McWil- 
liams, California lawyer and champion of 
civil liberties, does not think it was a case 
of military necessity, though that was 
official explanation. He has written an i 
portant and thought-provoking book to 
“the story of the forced migration and 
long chain of events that preceded it. 

One fact that weakens the claim of mili- 
tary necessity, the writer points out, was 
the confining of this action to Japanese- 
Americans. We were also at war with Ger- 
many and Italy. The movements of their 
nationals in this country were restricted, 
and some considered dangerous were in- 
terned, but there was no wholesale evacu-" 
ation, and certainly no roundup of persons 
with German or Italian ancestors. 
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There is also the fact that in Hawall, 
with a far greater Japanese population 
than the West Coast, and much closer to 
the war zone, no such action was consid- 
ered necessary. 

The Nisei, or American-born Japanese, 
were thoroughly Americanized. Few of them 
could speak or read their parents’ language. 
The Issei, those born in Japan, were also 
virtually all loyal. The few suspected ones 
had been watched for some time. Not one 
of either group, here or in Hawaii, was 
ever convicted of sabotage or espionage. 

No real military necessity existed, Mr. 
McWilliams charges. He contends that Gov- 
ernment authorities were misled by a long 
and vigorous anti-Japanese agitation, con- 
ducted by a West Coast minority. This 
agitation, dating back to the earliest years 
of Oriental immigration, had various mo- 
tives: political, economic and plain racial! 
prejudice. The agitators were frank about 
it—the mass deportations eliminated com- 
petition in the nursery, florist, truck gar- 
den and other businesses. Now they are 
agitating to prevent the Japanese-Ameri- 
cans’ return to the coast, and for deporta- 
tion of all, loyal or disloyal, after the war. 
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Mr. McWilliams has two motives in writ- 
ing his carefully documented and temperate 
study of this unmdemocratic episode. He 
wants to see justice done to its victims, sus- 
picions removed and an adjustment of their 
problem. Also, he wants to remind all 
Americans that a dangerous precedent has 
been created. He urges a re-examination 
of the whole situation, and Federal meas- 
ures to bar discrimination on any ground. 

As for the evacuees, they have suffered 
many hardships, humiliations and economic 
losses, but the majority are not downheart- 
ed. The policy of releasing all those found 
loyal is giving them a chance to find jobs 
or enter the armed services, and to begin 
their lives anew. One of them, Joe Koide, 
wrote to the author: “The very boidness 
with which the Government has endeav- 
ored to rectify this wrong while the war 
is still going on is a tribute to American 
democracy.” Nevertheless, a problem for

Be that as it may, the fact is 
that much of the discussion among 
civilians at home, in the campaign 
and outside of it in regard to 
peace-making, to the Dumbarton 
proposals and to demobilization 
and reconversion, is based on 
what is almost certainly a gigan- 
tically false estimate of the state 
of the war. For there is an un- 
derlying assumption that for all 
practical purposes the war is just 
about over, or at least completely 
in the bag. 

This is not true, and to believe 
it is sleepwalking. The notion 
that victory and peace are just 
around the corner is so thoroughly 
untrue that if we allow ourselves 
to entertain it, we shall invite 
heartbreaking disappointments and 
we shall multiply and prolong the 
agonies of war. 


A Bloody Phase Ahead. 


In Europe, no doubt, we are in 
a late phase of the organized 
fighting. But this late phase, 
whether it is a matter of weeks 
or of months, is almost certain to 
be bitter and bloody, and even 
when military resistance is 
crushed, our men will enter a 
country which will have been or- 
ganized with fiendish cunning to 
make life hard, tricky and danger- 
ous. They will find themselves-on 
a continent in which the wreck- 
age of men’s nerves wil] be even 
more terrible than the material 
devastation. 

For all the fierce fighting they 
still have to do, and for the subtle 
and intricate tasks which will fol- 
low as soon as the fighting ends, 
they are entitled to have, and will 
need, the unflinching support of 
the people here at home. We are 
withholding from them the kind 
of support which they need the 
most when we behave here as if, 
so far as the civilians are con- 
cerned, the war is over and what 
remains to be done can be dis- 
counted and written off. 

The true position in the war 
with Japan is, if one judges by 
the campaign talks, entirely un- 
realized. The victories of the Navy 
have been so brilliant, so majes- 
tic in plan and execution, that it 
geems to be taken for granted that 
with a little more of the same 
thing, Japan will be down and out. 


Pacific War Not Won. 


No one in the Navy thinks that, 
and no one else thinks it who has 
taken the trouble to inform him- 
self about the strength of Japan 
and the extraordinary difficulty of 
getting in a decisive blow against 
Japan. The truth is that there is 
not a shred of evidence which per- 
mits us to doubt that the greatest 
battles of the Pacific war not only 
lie ahead of us, but lie so far 
ahead of us that we are not yet 
able to plan and prepare them. 

We are succeeding, no doubt, in 
eutting the connection between 
Japan and the rich Southern lands 
which she conquered in 1942. Even 
then, the task of rooting out the 
Japanese garrisons in the Philip- 
pines, the Indies, Malaya and Bur- 
ma is going to be a tremendous 
ordeal for American, Filipino, 
British and Dutch troops.

allies. For anything like a rea- 
sonably rapid and decisive ending 
of the Japanese war, and without 
exorbitant cost to American fam-| 
ilies, we need full and wWnhesitat- 
ing co-operation among the Allies. | 

We need to remember this para- | 
mount fact in discussing the Dum- 
barton Oaks project, keeping in 
mind that its great purpose, which 
is to preserve and stabilize the 
grand alliance, is of such supreme 
and vital importance now, and for 
the next immediate years, that 
every criticism must be made in| 
the light of that purpose, 

Of course, the Dumbarton Oaks 
project is not the plan of a settled 
and ordered international society, 
so deeply at peace that there 
reigns everywhere order under 
universal law. If we achieve such 
a settled order in the course of a 
generation, posterity will think 
well of us. 


Severe Trials for Nations. 


The Dumbarton Oaks project is 
the legal instrument of nations 
which have been fighting a war 
of survival, which are in the 
midst of a war in which final vic- 
tory has still to be won by tre- 
mendous effort and sacrifice, of | 
nations which have still ahead | 
of them when the war ends an | 
era not of peace but of pacifica- | 
tion. 

Of course, the Dumbarton Oaks | 
project concentrates authority in 
the nations upon which rests the 
main responsibility for winning 
the war that is not yet won, and 
for providing a minimum of sta- 
bility amidst the misery, the dev- 
astation, the chaos, which the 
greatest of all wars is creating. | 
How else but by holding together | 
closely the victors and survivors 
of the war is mankind to be given 
any kind of assurance that it can 
begin to bind up its wounds, and 
to rebuild, and to rehabilitate it- 


self, without being haunted by

Deadly Guerrilla War.

“When I left, the guerrillas con- 
trolled a large section of one 
Philippine island. And I mean 
controlled it. Sure, the Japs could 
drive them out of town whenever 
they wanted to. But they couldn't 
hold it without diverting strength. 

“The Japs worked hard to buy 
Filipino fifth columnists. TI know 
one case where they paid 1000 
pesos for information. That’s a 
staggering sum to most Filipinos 
and a few turned traitor, but died 
regretting it. 

“Sometimes the Japs moved into 
guerrilla villages and ruthlessly 
killed everyone who didn’t escape 
and then burned the village to the 
ground. This only made the guer- 
rillas more deadly. 

“The guerrillas were well organ- 
ized. Most of them had had Army 
training before the war. They 
lived quite well off the land but 
were pinched for ammunition, 
weapons and medical supplies. 

“Many Americans were among 
them, including soldiers who es- 
caped from Luzon and civilians 
who took to the hills rather than 
surrender. One American guerril- 
la leader was an insurance sales- 
man in Manila, There were many 
like him. Men with no previous 
military experience. Men who 
learned to fight the Japs where it 
hurt the worst—behind the lines. 

Women Also Fight. 

“Naturally guerrillas rely on 
ambush. But when Japs come in 
force they let go with all the fire- 
power they can muster and then 
take to the hills to fight another 
day.

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE, Oct. 21 
(By Wireless). 

OTES from a correspondent’'s cuff: On Oct. 

7, Maj. James T. Stewart, only recently re- 

turned from a 30-day furlough in St. Louis, 
began his second tour of duty in the European 
theater of operations by leading the great heavy 
bomber blitz on the German oil refineries at 
Pollitz. On Oct. 10, with nine other combat fly- 
ers of the First Bombardment Division of the 
Eighth Air Force, Maj. Stewart invaded France 
for a quick look around to see first hand and 
on the ground just what the big babies of Eighth 
A, F. have been doing to enemy targets. On the 
day this past week that Stu was scheduled to 
return to his heavy bomber group back in Eng- 
land to resume command of his squadron, I

UNTIL THIS TRIP through France on which 
combat flyers like Stewart and Crown have been 
treated to a first hand view of their work, the 
boys of the Eighth A. F. have had only recon- 
maisance photos to give them some idea of the 
damage their bombs have done. 

“But on this trip,” says Crown, “we really got 
zome idea of how we annoyed the Jerries. For 
instance, there was that propeller shaft factory 
we bombed at Meziers. The Nazis went to a 
hell of a lot of trouble to salvage what was left 
of that. We even got to see how they moved 
that factory in the Paris subway. It was 156 
steps down and they had to rip up the tracks 
after they brought the equipment in so they 
could set up production.” 

On their trips to the various factories 
had bombed in France, Crown and St 
talked to the French workmen, loyal labrers 
who helped the Allied cause in many way& 
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“IT MAKES YOU FEEL GOOD,” says Stewart. 
“There were guys who helped in little ways like 
maybe slipping parts into their pockets when 
they left the factories. 

“There were others who helped us in big 
ways, like furnishing us with production sta- 
tistics through the underground. At the Renault

‘ UTHORITATIVE reports indi- 


cate at present that we will all™ 


need to be good food planners 
this coming fall and winter and 
be ever ready to adjust our plans. 
The harvest has not been as large 
as predicted earlier in the summer. 
For example, the peach crop was 
the best we have had for 10 years, 
but the hot weather ripened the 
fruit so fas that canneries could 
not take care of the fruit with the 
manpower limitations, The pack 
is not nearly as large as had been 
anticipated. The same thing hap- 
pened to tomatoes, pears and many 
vegetables. The War Food Admin- 
istration also has increased its 
quotas for military requirements. 
When we go to the store this win- 
ter we will need to make a list of 
not only the foods desired, but of 
the alternates. This alternate 
needs to be a food that is an excel- 
lent substitute in food value for 
the first choice. Women who have 
kept in mind the possible short- 
ages and have been able to grow 
good gardens and do a lot of can- 
ning, drying and freezing of foods 
will not be much affected by any 
commercial vegetable or fruit 


shortage. 
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BREAKFAST: Grapefruit, 
shirred eggs, bacon and toast. 

LUNCHEON: Cheese and ham 
rabbit, buttered parsnips, choco- 
late blanc mange. 

DINNER: Chili brown beef, raw 
spinach, cucumber and radish sal- 
ad, rye rolls, crystallized apple 
dessert. 

Chili Brown Beef. 

One pound boneless beef chuck 
or shoulder arm utility beef cut 
in one and one-half inch cubes, 
Roll meat in two tablespoons flour 
and brown slowly and thoroughly 
in two tablespoons hot fat or 
drippings for 15 to 20 minutes, 
Brown one cup chopped onion 
with meat. Add two teaspoons 
salt, one-half teaspoon pepper, one 
bay leaf, four whole cloves, one- 
fourth cup chili sauce, three- 
fourths cup boiling water. Cover 
and simmer two hours. Add four 
sliced carrots, one pound potatoes, 
quartered; one pound green peas, 
one teaspoon salt, water if needed. 
Cover and continue to cook until 
vegetables are tender, 20 or 30 
minutes. Remove vegetables to 
serving dish, thicken gravy with 
one tablespoon flour and pour over 
meat. 

Crystallized Apple Dessert. 


Peel, core and cut four large tart 
apples in half. Cook together for 
five minutes one-half cup sugar 
and one-half cup water. Drop ap- 
ples into syrup and simmer until 
tender, but not broken. Remove 
apple halves to baked graham 
cracker pie crust. Add one-half 
teaspoon cinnamon to syrup and 
cook until very thick. Pour over 
apples and chill. Serve with top 


milk, 
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Use butter or fortified margar- 
ine on all breads. And to complete 
the basic seven requirements, in- 
clude in today’s menus, three cups 
of milk for each child and two 
cups for each adult. 


Sweet Potatoes in Orange Cases 

Four large oranges, four me- 
dium size sweet potatoes (cooked), 
one tablespoon orange juice, one- 
third cup thin cream, one table- 
spoon margarine, one tablespoon 
grated orange rind, one tablespoon 
Sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons ground nut meats. 

Cut the tops off the oranges 
and remove the pulp with a spoon, 
being careful not to break through 
the rind of the oranges. Warm 
cream and add the margarine, 
salt, grated orange rind, one table- 
spoon of orange juice and sugar. 
Stir this into the well mashed 
sweet potatoes and whip. until 
light and fluffy. Fill the oranges 
with the potato mixture, sprinkle 
the tops with grated nut meats 
and bake until light brown on top. 


‘Baked Dinner 


One and one-half pounds ground 
beef; one-half cup grated onion; 
one ‘and one-half teaspoons salt; 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper; three 
cups sliced raw potatoes: one can 
corn; one Can peas; one can toma- 
toes. 

Combine ground beef, onion and 
seasonings, Shape into small pat- 
ties. Arrange a layer of potatoes 
in greased baking dish. Season 
with salt and pepper. Add corn 
and peas. Place patties over the 
vegetables. Pour tomatoes over 
all. Cover and bake in slow oven 
(300 degrees F.) for one and one- 
half hours.

The Record Makers

HARLES BOYER’S first of several Decca albums was 
C released this week. Entitled “Liberte, Egalite and Fratern- 

ite,” it includes five 12-inch records on which Mr. Boyer, 
in French, recites excerpts from historically significant French 
writings on principles of democracy by Voltaire, Rousseau, 
La Fayette, Danton, Michelet, Hugo, Gambetta, Clemenceau and 
General De Gaulle. Some of the titles included are “On 
Slavery,” from Rousseau’s “Social Contract,” La Fayette’s “First 
Draft of a Bill of Rights,” Clemenceau’s “Forward, Children of 
France” and De Gaulle’s initial proclamation of creed on Nov. 
15, 1941, and other important pronouncements by him during 
1942. The album will be most interesting to those who under- 
stand French, even to those, like this reviewer, whose knowledge 
of the language is not a total blank—but almost. Here are 
records that can intrigue students of French, interest the stu- 
dent of political philosophy. It should be said, therefore, that 
Mr. Boyer, who is donating his proceeds from the album to 
French war relief, has made a worthy contribution to educa- 
tion. Credit should go also to M. Jean Benoit-Levy, editor of 
the album, and Victor Young, who furnished musical back- 
ground. For those not acquainted with French, the album in- 
cludes a 28-page booklet carrying English translation for the 
contents. Unfortunately, the album will have limited sale to 
the general public, for it includes no love scenes from Mr. 
Boyer’s moving pictures.

Heartburn 
A Familiar 


Symptom

HE X-RAY has been such a 
- great influence in medicine not 

alone because it has opened 
up new fields of thought but also 
because it throws the light of ex- 
planation upon symptoms and 
conditions that had long been 
familiar, but the causes of which 
were not entirely understood. 

Such ig the case with the symp- 
tom long known as heartburn. If 
you ever lived in the more remote 
parts of the Ozark mountains of 
Missouri you might not under- 
stand unless it was referred to as 
“water brash.” Sour stomach is 
also used, although because the 
stomach is always sour, at least 
acid, this term does not appeal 
to purists. 

It is supposed to be associated 
with acid dyspepsia or possibly 
ulcer, although this is not 100 per 
cent true. What it consists of, to 
get down to facts, is the rising up 
of or regurgitation of acid mate- 
rial nto the throat after a more 
or less ful] meal, The acid, which 
is nothing more than the normal 
hydrochloric acid of the stomach 
contents, gives a sensation of 
burnng up and down the esopha- 
gus and over the heart region, 
hence the name heartburn,

IT IS, AS I SAY, a familiar 
symptom, long known to stomach 
specialists, as well as the un- 
learned general public, and both 
the stomach specialists and the 
general public know it is relieved 
by soda and milk of magnesia and 
other alkalis. Expectant mothers 
in the early stages of pregnancy 
are very badly annoyed by it 
often, and that is the circum- 
stance that gave two Denver phy- 
sicians, Dr. John R. Evans and Dr, 
John §S. Bouslog, the idea of in- 
vestigating it in order to relieve 
the discomfort of some of their 
very intractable cases. They 
brought the X-ray in to help their 
investigation, 

There has long been known a 
condition of herniation of the ab- 
dominal organs through the dia- 
phragm. The diaphragm ig the 
muscle which lies between the 
chest and the abdomen, separat- 
ing off the two sets of organs. It 
moves up and down in breathing 
and is probably the most impor- 
tant muscle used to alternately ex- 
pand and collapse the lungs in 
respiration. Of course it must be 
air tight and there is some me- 
chanical difficulty about this at 
the point where the esophagus 
goes through it to join with the 
stomach. Sometimes the place of 
opening through which the esoph- 
agus goes, gives way, allowing 
the stomach and some of the in- 
testines to go up into the chest. 
This is the condition of diaphrag- 
matic hernia, 
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BUT THE X-RAY investigators, 
in watching great numbers of peo- 
ple who are swallowing opaque 
meals, found that quite a large 
percentage who could not be said 
to have a diaphragmatic hernia 
have a high placement of the 
esophagus so that part of the 
stomach, especially when distend- 
ed, is found about the diaphragm 
in the lower part of the chest. 
This is called hiatus hernia and 
probably five per cent of the hu- 
man race is more or less affected 
in this way. It can easily be seen 
that the abdominal distension of 
pregnancy would predispose to 
this condition. 

Whenever any of these hiatus 
hernia folk eat a little too much 
the stomach rises above the dia- 
phragm and a cough or a little 
extra pressure brings acid stom- 
ach contents up the relaxed esoph- 
agus into the back of the throat, 
constituting heartburn.

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Train Child as the Need Appears 


Be Patient, Sympathetic; Pounding a Weakness Is No Way to Strengthen It

OBY is five years old. He 
T talks intelligently and, his 

father and mother think he is 
a wise child, responsible and all 
that. Then: he does things that 
they think are dreadful, especially 
for an intelligent well-trained 
child like Toby. “He knows bet- 
ter,” says his mother. “What 
makes him so bad?” 

One day Toby squeezes the kit- 
ten unmercifully so that an in- 
dignant neighbor hag to rescue it 
and report the whole shocking af- 
fair to Toby’s mother. Ever no- 
tice how indignant a neighbor is 
when the offender is someone’s 
else responsibility? . 

Another day Toby chases his pet 
dog with a stick, corners him and 
whacks him, shouting like a wild- 
man. Grandpa rescues the dog 
and gives Toby a couple of whacks 
with the stick. Toby looks sur- 
prised. That’s all for that time. 

The flower border is looking 
just fine. The plants that the 
beetles skipped have come to full 
bloom, making up for those that 
were eaten up. Mother is delight- 
ed with the display and tells her 
friends to come over and have a 
look. Toby chooses that day to 
chop down the plants, “I thought 
they had bloomed enough,” said 
he. “What gets into him? Why is 
he so bad?” 

Nothing that was not already 
in him has gotten into him, and 
he is not bad. He is in sound 
health, and good enough to love 
completely. He is a little boy of 
five years and behaves like one. 
He does not understand suffering 
and pain, never having experi- 
enced either keenly. He is a 
creature of impulse. He feels a 
drive to act and he acts. He has 
not built up inhibitions as yet be- 
cause he has_ not had the experi- 
ences that build them into his 
mind. He has to live, act, take 
the consequences of his actions 
and so become a self-directing, 
self-sustaining person. But first, 
he is a child, a candidate for 
life’s experiences. 

There is no need to be ashamed 
of Five-year’s behavior. Nor to 
be proud of it. It is the natural 
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way of his growth. When he goes 
astray, correct him then and there. 
Don't wait. Don’t lecture him. 
Act promptly to make the experi- 
ence register to his growth. There 
is no need for anger or excitement 
but there is need for immediate 
action, 

Five-years is just taking his 
first steps in the adult world. He 
is crude, likely to be loud, rough, 
cruel, unthinking, unmannerly, 
unmoral, Do not be shocked when 
he tells untruths, helps himself to 
his friends’ belongings, and ig- 
nores your comfort and your 
rights along with those of the 
rest of mankind. He is Five- 
Years. He has about twenty 
years more to learn and to be- 
come the upstanding young man 
of your ideal, Teach him, 
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HILDREN do not come like 
C blank sheets on which teach- 
ers and parents may write 
what they wish. They come with 
many a trace of their ancestors 
graven upon them. They inherit 
trends and tendencies and gifts 
some of which are useful, some of 
which are not. Real education is 
the process of stimulating all that 
is good in a child while wiping 
out what is not useful, 
Teaching must be positive for 
good, never timid, No halfway 
measures will profit us when we 
have to deal with error, In a by- 
gwone day this child’s ancestors 
found certain ways useful to their 
way of life, and they cultivated 
them. By the mystery and magic 
of nature those traits have been 
passed along to this child. When

those traits are not useful they 
must be trained out by all proper 
means. 

Unwelcome traits like dishon- 
esty, fear, selfishness, must go. If 
they are allowed to grow they will 
destroy the happiness and success 
of the child in his maturity. It Is 
our duty to note any wayward 
growth and deal wisely with it. 
This is no easy task. Nature is 
strong and her changes are made 
slowly, through ages. The inher- 
ited traits are age old; the new 
idea but of yesterday. One must 
be patient, hopeful and steadfast. 

When a child displays a wrong 
tendency, we must try to discover 
what situation seems to stimulate 
it and take every means to avoid 
that stimulus while we train the 
child to control it. Does Dicky dis- 
play temper whenever Auntie 
comes to the house? Tactfully 
keep him away from her. Does 
little Mary tell more lies to Gran- 
ny than to anyone else, Avoid 
having her in touch with Granny 
too often. Does sending Tommy 
to the grocer’s tempt him to pilfer 
sweets? Hold out change? Don't 
send him alone but go with him 
and teach him, by experience the 
ways of a shop, the meaning and 
use of money, and see that he has 
enough sweets. In time he will 
learn. But don’t put pressure on 
weakness. 

Teaching should start as early 
as the need is shown. Let it be 
real teaching, patient, sympathet- 
ic, understanding, without anger 
or any trace of fear. Try to un- 
derstand that this child is not 
evil-minded but really good. He 
is driven by forces of which he 
knows nothing. We must take his 
way clear to him and lead him 
within it, gently, strengthening 
while protecting him. 

Pounding a weakness is no way 
to strengthen it.

How It Started

“Philately.” 
“Philately,” the name of one 
of the most universal hobbies in 


the world, for who has not at some . 


time collected and studied stamps? 
—is one of the most interesting 
terms in our language. For it is 
a made word, and we know who 
made it. It takes that story and a 
classical derivation to explain its 
origin. 

Fond of and tax free would be 
the literal meaning of the word 
“philately,” from the Greek 
“philos” fond of and “atelia,” ex- 
empt from tax. To learn how that 
should name the study of stamps 
we have to go to its story and 
see how the term was made! 

The first utility of stamps was 
to show the payment of a tax. For 
instance, under the old system of 
mailing, when the letter was pre- 
paid by the sender it was original- 
ly marked, in various countries, 
“free” or “franco.” Later an im- 
pressed mark served as receipt for 
the prepayment and finally came 
what we know as the postage 
stamp. 

It was from that circumstance 
that a stamp dealer of Paris 
named Herpin created the name 
“philately.” In 1864 Monsieur Her- 
pin published an article entitled 
‘Le Collectionneur de Timbre- 
Poste” (The Collector of Postage 
Stamps), in which he suggested as 
an appropriate name for the 
hobby a word made up of the 
Greek “love of” and “tax free” or 
franco tmark!

Declarer won 
with the queen and laid down the 
trump king. West won, and on 
the arbitrary assumption that his 
best chance to put East back on 
lead for a club return was to play 
him for the diamond king, led a 
low diamond. South won, drew 
trumps, and then collected two 
more club tricks, making three 
odd.
